Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The specification of the disclosure is objected to because the applicant failed to provide 
appropriated headings, such as " Background of the invention", "The summary of invention", 
"Brief description of the drawings", and "Detailed description of the drawings". Correction is 
required. 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: A security system for communication enviromnent. 
Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1 and 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1, line 3, "the" should be changed to --the-- and line 7 change "information to - 

data--. 

Claim 9, line 1, change "and" to -or--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

6. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mathurin, 
Jr., US Patent No. 5,473,144 in view of Bricaud et al, US patentNo. 6,053,748. 

Mathurin, Jr. discloses a credit card with digitized fingerprint and reading apparatus 
conrpnsing:acredi. card finger print reading apparatuslOon top ofatable 28 exhrbitingacredit 

cardncontainingtherein an actual and/or digitized finger printof^, authorized credit card 
holder being scanned by the apparatus lOwhereas the c.dit card is inserted in the credit card 
insertionslo.18. The apparatuslOfirrtherexhWng an access door 14housingauxili^ power 
„eans 32andapower on/off switchl6. The cardholderplaceshis^er finger on the fmgerprint- 
scannmgscreenlO located onthe^gled front face30and the fingerprint is scanned by the 
finger print scanner 22. Ifthe finger print scanned by the finger print scamrer 22 and the finger 
print scanned onthe credit card do no. match then the red indicator light24illunti„ates alerting 
the user thatafraudulent transaction is about to takeplace.Itthe green indicating light26 
illuminates, then the user is alerted that the carded card holder are vaUd(seefiguresl.4;col. 

14, line 43+). 

Mathurin, Jr.failsto disclose or fairly suggests that the card is formatted intoapc card. 

Bricaud e. al disclose a PC card comrection unit for micro SIM card comprising: a 
'com,ector 64 is provided *at is intended to receiveasmall smart cardCwith integrated 
circuit(s)ofthe"MICROSIM" type, .he comrector lying withinthe PC card30(see col. 4,line 

43+). 

,„ view of Bricaud et aP s teachings, it would have been obvious for an artisan a, the time 
the invention was made to modify .he card ofMa.hurin,Jr.in.o*e well-known PC cardfor 
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providingamore versatile system, such modification wouldallow the card .0 be con^^^^^ 
«ay such that users eoulduse their personal computer to verify information in the card, which 

would be more convenient. Therefore, it would have been an obvious expedient.
